De  Haro  St  Sidewalk  Plan 
Draws  Fire  at  Hearing 

By  Vas  Arnautqff 


Opposition  to  the  City's  plan  to  install 
sidewalks  on  the  northern  end  of  DeHaro 
Street  —  between  Division  and  17th 
Streets  —  drew  some  20  local  business- 
people  to  a  public  hearing  on  the  project 
August  20. 

The  hearing,  the  third  called  by  the 
Dept.  of  Parking  and  Traffic  on  this 
proposal,  concerned  revisions  in  the 
City's  plan  that  were  requested  by 
citizens  at  previous  hearings.  It  was 
dominated  by  opponents  to  the  project, 
whose  position  was  stated  by  one 
participant:  "The  street,  as  it  is,  works. 
The  area  has  not  changed." 

Specific  objections  hinged  on  the 
belief  that  there  is  no  appreciable 
amount  of  foot  traffic  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, that  putting  sidewalks  into  an 
inherently  dangerous  area  (because  of 
heavy  truck  traffic)  is  inviting  pedes- 
trians (and  trouble)  and  that  truck 
access  would  be  impeded  to  the  point 
that  some  businesses  would  not  be  able 
to  function. 

In  response,  Tim  Johnson,  Acting 
Executive  Director  of  the  Dept.  of 
Parking  and  Traffic,  and  representatives 
of  the  department's  Traffic  Engineering 
Division,  explained  the  legal  basis  for 
the  City's  position  on  the  project.  They 
also  disputed  claims  that  the  foot  traffic 
did  not  warrant  any  changes. 


Johnson  cited  the  City's  concern  with 
liability  in  the  event  of  an  accident 
involving  a  pedestrian  forced  to  walk 
into  the  street  around  parked  trucks 
and  stated  it  is  the  City's  practice  to 
install  sidewalks  where  none  exist  on  a 
street  being  paved  or  repaved. 

"The  area  is  changing",  stated  Johnson. 
The  World  Gym,  California  College  of 
Arts  and  Crafts,  Metronome  Ballroom 
and  the  cafes  and  retail  establishments 
at  the  corner  of  16th  and  Dellaro 
Streets  all  have  contributed  to  increased 
pedestrian  traffic,  he  said.  In  addition, 
The  View  was  informed,  children  visiting 
the  Basic  Brown  Bear  factory  and  shop 
on  Mariposa  and  DeHaro  Streets,  a

Hill  Citizens  Eye  Strategies 
For  Fighting  Local  Crime

After  several  incidents  in  the  last  few 
months  involving  burglary,  auto  break- 
ins  and  a  shooting,  a  number  of  Potrero 
Hill  residents  are  hard  at  work  networking 
with  existing  neighborhood  watch  groups 
to  develop  strategies  for  crime  preven- 
tion programs  that  will  benefit  everyone 
living  on  the  Hill. 

Since  June,  various  neighborhood  watcli 
groups  have  met  to  share  concerns  of 
Potrero  Hill  residents  regarding  an  in- 
creasing number  of  crimes  on  the  Hill 
and  what,  if  anything,  they  can  do  to  en- 
sure personal  safety,  increase  police  sup- 
port, and  enhance  the  quality  of  life  with- 
in our  diverse  community. 

Working  with  SAFE  (Safely  Awareness 
For  Everyone),  a  non-profit  agency  that 
specializes  in  community  crime  preven- 
tion programs,  neighborhood  watch  groups 
are  taking  the  first  of  the  many  steps  in 
this  process. 

A  Neighborhood  Watch  Partnership 

general  meeting  was  held  August  17  at 
the  Rec  Center  on  Arkansas  Street.  Key 
concerns  raised  by  participants  at  the 
meeting  were  personal  safety;  adequate 


lighting;  increased  police  presence  and 
support;  landscaping,  the  establishment 
of  a  legal  pool,  and  fundraisers. 

During  the  meeting,  several  residents 
expressed  their  desire  to  strengthen  the 
feeling  of  neighborhood  by  extending  in- 
vitations to  representatives  from  other 
neighborhood  watch  groups  to  attend 
meetings,  and  to  involve  public  housing 
tenants  by  holding  meetings  in  Potrero 
Terrace. 

Another  group  goal  is  to  establish 
regular  tree  plantings  on  Potrero  Hill. 
This  would  entail  contacting  youngsters 
from  the  community  and  asking  them  to 
name  and  take  responsibility  for  indivi- 
dual trees.

•  If  accosted  by  someone  in  a  car,  run  in  the  opposite  direction  that  the  car 
is  headed. 

•  Plan  your  itinerary  with  safety  in  mind. 

•  Keport  any  suspicious  activity  or  persons  to  the  Police.  Dial  9-1-1. 

•  Contact  San  Francisco  S.A.F.E.  at  553-1984  to  organize  a  Neighborhood 
Watch  group  on  your  block  or  building.

At  Hospital  Garage  Site

The  tortuous  march  toward  construc- 
tion of  a  parking  garage  for  San  Fran- 
cisco General  Hospital  moved  one  step 
closer  to  reality  recently  when  the 
City  Planning  Dept.  announced  that 
an  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR) 
would  be  required  on  the  garage  proposed 
for  the  block  bounded  by  23rd  and  24th 
Streets,  Utafl  Street  and  San  Bruno 
Avenue. 

Most  recently,  that  block  had  served 
as  a  MUNI  car  barn  —  and  for  decades 
before  that,  a  car  barn  and  storage 
yard  for  the  United  Railroads  of  San 
Francisco  (Muni's  predecessor)  and  the 
Market  Street  Railway. 

This  usage  has  led  to  toxic  contami- 
nation of  the  site.  In  1 987,  nine  under- 
ground storage  tanks  were  removed 
from  the  southeast  quarter  of  the  block, 
and  there  was  evidence  that  leaks  in 
the  tanks  had  resulted  in  soil  contami- 
nation. 

Two  years  later  a  petroleum  leak 
investigation  of  the  area  was  conducted, 
which  indicated  that  gasoline  and 
diesel  were  present  in  the  soil  and  ground- 
water "in  concentrations  considered 
hazardous  by  the  Regional  Water  Quality 
Control  Board,"  the  Planning  Dept. 
noted. 

The  Environmental  Impact  Report 
will  describe  the  nature  and  extent  of 
contamination  at  that  site,  the  status 
of  what  are  called  "remediation  efforts," 
and  any  potential  of  encountering 
hazardous  materials  during  the  demo- 
lition of  existing  facilities  on  the  block 
or  construction  of  the  garage  itself. 

Other  topics  that  will  be  analyzed  in 
the  EIR  include:  land  use;  transpor- 
tation and  circulation;  noise,  air  quality; 
and  groundwater  as  it  relates  to  haz- 
ardous materials  investigations.  For 
informational  purposes,  the  EIR  will 
rIso  include  such  issues  as  urban  design 


and  visual  quality,  as  well  as  how  the 
garage  meets  various  City  Master  Plan 
policies. 

The  document  announcing  the  Environ- 
mental Impact  study  admitted  that  the 
garage  could  cause  "an  increase  in 
traffic  which  is  substantial  in  relation 
to  the  existing  traffic  load  and  capacity 
of  the  street  system."  It  also  admitted 
the  garage  could  possibly  "interfere 
with  existing  transportation  systems, 
causing  sut>stantial  alterations  to  cir- 
culation patterns  or  major  traffic 
hazards."  The  garage  "would. ..result  in 
changes  to  traffic  patterns  along 
Potrero  Avenue  at  23rd  and  24th  Streets 
as  well  as  at  the  garage  access  points," 
the  Planning  Dept.  notes. 

Current  plans  are  to  construct  the 
garage  in  two  phases,  the  first  containing 
about  780  parking  spaces  and  a  surface 
parking  lot  with  about  70  spaces.  The 
second  phase  would  increase  the  parking 
capacity  of  the  site  by  1,200  spaces  by 
constructing  a  parking  structure  on  the 
surface  parking  lot  on  the  south  site  of 
the  site. 

Main  entrance/exit  to  the  site  would 
be  located  on  24th  Street,  and  there 
would  be  a  secondary  access  on  23rd 
Street. 

The  Planning  Dept.'s  EIR  announce- 
ment notes  that  "demolition  of  the 
existing  facility  and  construction  of 
the  first  phase  parking  garage  would 
require  about  18  months.  The  first 
phase  parking  structure  is  planned  to 
be  in  operation  by  July,  1994,  concurrent 
with  the  scheduled  completion  of  the 
Mental  Health  Skilled  Nursing  Facility." 

"Everyone  wants  this  done  and  wants 
it  done  quickly,"  the  Planning  Dept.'s 
Jim  McCormick  stressed.  "We  want  to 
publish  a  preliminary  EIR  by  late 
November  and  hold  public  hearings 
around  mid-December,"  he  said.  "Then 
a  completed  EIR  could  be  issued  in 
about  another  three  months." 


A  giant  parade  of  antique  and  modern-day  fire  engines,  fire  trucks  and  other  fire- 
fighting  equipment  will  wend  through  Golden  Gate  Park  Sunday,  Sept.  27  as  the  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department  (SFFD)  celebrates  its  125th  Anniversary.

The  rare  gathering  of  more  than  100  pieces  of  fire  apparatus  will  feature  hand  and 
horse-<lrawn  equipment  of  the  late  1800s;  early  motorized  pieces  from  the  1920s, 
30s,  40s  and  50s,  as  well  as  the  most  up-to-date  equipment  received  in  1992.  The 
parade  will  begin  at  11  a.m.,  just  east  of  the  intersection  of  John  F.  Kennedy  Drive 
and  Transverse  Drive  (north  side  of  the  park  near  Fulton  and  20lh  Ave.).  Following 
the  conclusion  of  the  parade  many  of  the  fire  engines  and  trucks  will  remain  parked 
in  a  display  on  the  drive  surrounding  the  Music  Concourse  until  3  p.m.  The  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Band  will  include  firefighting  songs  in  the  selections  of  their 
Sunday  afternoon  concert  which  begins  at  1  p.m.  The  SFFD  Pioneer  Fire  Museum, 
acknowledged  as  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  fire  museums  in  the  United  States, 
is  located  at  655  Presidio  Ave.,  and  is  open  Thursdays  throt^h  Sundays  from  1  -  3  p.m.

De  Haro  St.  Sidewalk  Plan 
Draws  Fire  at  Hearing

block  South  of  the  proposed  project 
area  must  walk  down  the  sidewalk-less 
portion  of  the  street  on  their  way  to 
public  transportation. 

The  present  plan,  pending  possible 
further  revisions,  suggests  the  following: 
between  Division  and  Alameda  Sts., 
sidewalk  width  on  east  side  remains  at 
15  feet,  on  west  side  reduced  from  15 
to  eight  feet;  between  Alameda  and 
15th  Sts.,  on  both  sides  of  the  street 
the  change  is  from  the  existing  zero  to 
eight  feet  (except  that  a  portion  of  the 
east  side  will  be  15  feet);  between  15th 
and  16th  Sts.,  on  both  sides  from  the 
existing  zero  to  eight  feet;  and  from 
16th  to  17th  Sts.,  on  the  east  side  from 
zero  to  eight  feet,  and  the  west  side  to 
remain  at  15  feet.  The  net  gain  in 
parking,  in  parallel  and  90-degree  parking 
stalls,  is  eight  spaces. 


Johnson  stated,  in  a  memorandum 
offered  to  all  those  interested,  that 
at  a  previous  community  meeting  on 
the  subject  the  City  was  asked  "to 
pursue  the  following  goals:  a)  Preserve 
existing  perpendicular  parking  every- 
where possible,  b)  Set  street  widths 
that  accommodate  the  trucks  and 
other  vehicles  which  currently  serve 
the  neighborhood,  and  c)  Preserve 
access  to  leading  docks  consistent  with 
the  needs  of  the  neighborhood." 

He  notes  that  "we  have  met  or  exceeded 
the  truck  access  requirements  of  every 
business  which  provided  us  ...  information 
on  the  type  of  trucks  which  serve  their 
business  and  which  loading  docks 
required  access." 

The  City  plans  another  hearing  on 
the  matter  "soon"  so  that  work  on  the 
project  can  begin  in  the  near  future.

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Autobiog  Video  Project  Wins 
Grant  for  Hill  Film  Maker

An  autobiographical  video  project 
about  the  development  of  female  ethnic 
identity,  partly  produced  by  Potrero  Hill 
resident  and  VIEW  reporter  Julia  Jaurigui, 
has  won  a  grant  from  the  San  Francisco 
Film  Arts  Foundation. 

The  project,  "Smoke  and  Mirrors"  is 
unique  not  only  in  content  but  in  form; 
it  is  a  collaborative  documentary  that 
will  feature  the  stories  of  three  different 
women  —  a  Latina,  an  Asian-American 
and  an  African-American.  Jaurigui, 
Vicki  Castro  Anderson  and  Portia  Cobb 
will  each  produce  her  own  segment  of 
the  video,  which  will  tell  the  story  of 
her  cultural  and  ethnic  identity.  The 
video  will  be  a  mixed  media  piece  com- 
prised of  16  mm  film,  video,  home  movies 
photographs,  archival  footage,  dramatiza- 
tions and  audio  tapes. 

Jaurigui's  section  of  the  documentary, 
called  "Bending  Not  Breaking,"  will  ex- 
plore the  many  questions  and  contra- 
dictions she  has  had  to  grapple  with  as  a 
Latum  of  Basque  and  Colombian  descent 
who  grew  up  in  a  family  that  tried  to 
deny  its  ethnic  roots  and  "pass"  as  Italian- 
American.  Part  of  her  piece  will  include 
interviews  with  her  two  sisters  who  are 
both  light  skinned  and  easily  able  to 
assimilate  into  the  dominant  American 
culture.  In  contrast.  Jaurigui  will  juxta- 
pose her  very  different  experience  of 
"otherness"  because  of  her  darker 
complexion. 
Including  Jaurigui,  23  video  and  film- 
makers were  awarded  grants  totaling 
$54,000  by  the  Film  Arts  Foundation 
(FAF)  Grant  Program.  The  foundation 
hopes  to  foster  the  "creation  of  new 
media  arts  work.  .  .that  have  little  chance 
with  traditional  funding  sources." 


"Smoke  and  Mirrors"  is  Jaurieui's  first 
autobiographical  piece.  She  admits  Ihut 
she  faces  the  common  challenge  that  is 
inherent  in  autobiographical  work:  main- 
taining a  balance  between  self-revelation 
and  self-indulgence  as  she  tells  the  story 
of  her  childhood  and  adolescence.  And 
while  her  story  may  deal  with  some  of 
the  more  painful  aspects  of  lier  younger 
years,  she  stresses,  it  is  in  no  way  intend- 
ed to  be  an  indictment  of  her  family. 

Jaurigui  and  her  partners  have  had 
relatively  rapid  success  with  funding  on 
the  project.  They  began  brainstorming 
ideas  for  the  video  in  January  and  soon 
afterward  began  applying  for  grants  to 
begin  work  on  "Smoke  and  Mirrors."  In 
addition  to  the  FAF  money,  they  have  re- 
ceived a  grant  from  the  Pioneer  Founda- 
tion, which  funds  progressive  documen- 
taries. And  currently  the  trio's  proposal 
is  one  of  1 40  finalists  out  of  2,000  appli- 
cants for  a  total  of  $2  million  being  grant- 
ed to  independent  producers  by  the  Inde- 
pendent Television  Service. 

In  addition  to  her  work  on  "Smoke  and 
Mirrors,"  Jaurigui  is  associate  producer 
of  "Esta  Noche,"  a  dramatic  narrative 
directed  by  local  filmmaker  Alex  Vargas. 
She  is  also  the  producer  and  writer  on  an 
hour-long  documentary,  "Eco-Vision: 
Voices  of  the  Environmental  Justice 
Movement,"  a  project  which  just  received 
a  grant  from  the  California  Council  for 
the  Humanities. 

Jaurigui  is  a  San  Francisco  native  who 
received  her  BA  in  Television  Broad- 
casting from  San  Francisco  State  Univer- 
sity. After  a  10-year  career  in  Legal 
Administration,  she  says  she  found  her 
love  of  film  calling  her  more  strongly 
than  ever  and  left  her  regular  job  for 
work  as  a  full-time  producer/director  in 
non-industry,  alternative  film. 

Excited  by  her  new  career,  Jaurigui 
says,  "It's  really  hard  work.  But  if  you  arc 
consistent  and  persistent,  something  will 
tmppen!"

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Hill  Film  Producer  Earns 
Kudos  for  Film  on  Bridges

The  colorful  and  controversial  life  of 
San  Francisco  labor  leader  Harry  Bridges 
is  tliG  subject  of  longtime  Potrero  Hill 
resident  Berry  Minott's  latest  document- 
ary, "Harry  Bridges:  A  Man  and  his 
Union." 

Minott's  hour-long  biographical  docu- 
mentary, to  be  shown  on  KQEU  Channel 
9  on  Sept.  7,  was  both  a  critical  and  box- 
office  success  during  its  world  premiere 
run  at  the  Roxio  Theatre  last  month.  It 
is  a  well-crafted  und  engaging  portrait 
of  the  Australian-born  labor  leader  and 
former  President  of  the  Internationa! 
Longshoremen's  &  Warehousemen's  Union 
(ILWU). 

Born  and  raised  in  Menlo  Park,  Minott 
is  a  "history  buff"  whose  passion  for  the 
rich  and  distinctive  past  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco waterfront  inspired  her  to  take  on 
the  heady  task  of  condensing  Bridges* 
tumultuous  political  life  and  association 
with  the  ILWU  into  a  one-hour  document- 
ary. 

Her  interest  in  San  Francisco  history 
began  early  in  life  when  she  and  her 
folks,  during  their  regular  jaunts  to  the 
City,  visited  the  waterfront.  However, 
it  was  during  tlie  mid-80s,  while  re- 
searching her  award-wmning  document- 
ary, "The  Changing  Face  of  the  Water- 
front," that  the  Stanford  University 
graduate  became  increasingly  interested 
in  the  San  Francisco  organized  labor 
movement,  and,  more  specifically,  the 
life  of  Harry  Bridges,  the  man  who  was 
at  the  helm  of  the  nation's  more  power- 
ful unions  for  more  than  40  years. 

"San  Francisco's  tradition  as  a  labor 
town,"  says  Minott,  together  with  the 
legendary  and  often  controversial  career 
of  Bridges,  provided  the  young  producer 
with  the  necessary  dramatic  and  story- 
tcUing  elements  that  capture  both  the 
essence  of  Bridges  and  his  highly  pub- 


licized labor  and  political  struggles  on 
behalf  of  his  beloved  Longshoremen's 
Union. 

Minott,  with  co-producer/cincmato- 
grapher  John  Knoop  ("Cowboy  Poets," 
"Maria's  Story"),  began  principal  sliooting 
of  "Harry  Bridges"  shortly  after  Bridges' 
death  at  the  age  of  89  in  1990. 

For  "close  to  four  months,"  Minott  and 
Knoop  were  able  to  conduct  more  than 
40  hours  of  interviews  witli  Bridges' 
longtime  associates,  which  include  form- 
er longshoreman  Bill  Bailey,  union  editor 
Sid  Roger,  and  otiier  waterfront  figures 
who  knew  the  charismatic  labor  leader. 

Narrated  by  author/actor  Studs  Terkel 
and  edited  by  Veronica  Selver,  editor  of 
"Absolutely  Positive"  and  "Berkeley  in 
the  Sixties,"  the  documentary  explores 
what  Minott  believes  was  the  "primary 
relationship"  of  Bridges'  life,  with  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  ILWU. 

Through  narration  written  by  James 
Hamilton,  video  interviews,  photographs, 
fascinating  black  and  white  archival 
footage  of  the  1934  General  Strike  and 
newsreel  coverage  of  Bridges'  four  trials 
for  alleged  Communist  ties,  Minott  care- 
fully avoids  falling  into  the  trap  of  pro- 
ducing a  ponderous  hagiography. 

Instead  of  canonizing  tlie  labor  leader, 
who  often  appeared  to  enjoy  tiis  celeb- 
rity as  mucli  as  his  work  for  organized 
labor,  Minott  presents  Bridges  as  an  in- 
telligent, charming,  and  liighly  complex 
man  devoted  to  workers'  rights,  racial 
equality,  and  political  and  personal  free- 
dom. 

Minott's  interview  with  Bridges,  taped 
in  1986,  while  he  was  suffering  from 
emphysema,  and  a  captivating  1973  Bill 
Moyers  interview,  allow  the  union  lead- 
er's courage,  honesty,  and  devotion  to 
his  fellow  longshoremen  to  shine  tlirough.

Bridges'  stormy  later  years,  those  in 
which  he  butted  heads  witli  younger 
union  iTienibers  who  resented  liis  accept- 
ance of  mechanization  on  the  docks,  are 
also  examined  in  wliat  local  film  critic 
David  Armstrong  has  culled  "an  affec- 
tionate but  clear-eyed"  presentation  of 
the  famed  labor  leader. 

Minott  cliose  not  to  dwell  on  Bridges' 
personal  life  —  which  included  three 
marriages,  a  longstanding  bout  with  ul- 
cers, and,  toward  the  end  of  his  life,  an 
increasing  "paranoia"  —  because  she  be- 
lieves the  "major  thrust  of  the  piece  is 
about  Bridges'  love  affair  with  the  rank 
and  file." 

"Gathering  archival  footage  look  six 
months,"  says  Minott,  "and  KQEU.  after 
screening  a  rough-cut,  agreed  to  under- 
write post-production  expenses."  Also  in- 
cluded in  Minott's  "deal  with  KtJED"  is 
the  airing  of  "Harry  Bridges,"  which  is, 
appropriately  enough,  scheduled  for 
broadcast  on  Labor  Day. 

After  spending  two  years  on  "Harry 


Bridges,"  the  energetic  and  hard-working 
Minott  continues  to  work  us  an  independ- 
ent producei'  and  is  spending  the  many 
hours  needed  to  "get  'Marry  Bridges'  out 
into  the  world." 

Minott's  distribution  plans  include  sell- 
ing Hie  docunienlury  to  national  PUS  tel- 
evision and  distributing  tlie  video  to  the 
educational  market.  She  will  also  submit 
"Harry  lindges"  to  Tlic  Sun  Francisco 
International  Film  Festival  and  othei'  dis- 
tinguished national  film  and  video  festi- 
vals.
